Ottawa: The board of Transport 
Commissioners has now made pub- 
lic the reasons which prompted a 
majority of its members on Octo- 
ber 17, to suspend the 30 per cent 
increase on competitive freight and 
express rates as imposed by the 
railway themselvcs. 

The majority judgment is written 
by Chief Commissioner Cross with 
the concurrence of Commissioners 
Sylvester, Stone and Macpherson 


Dissenting judgments have been 
written by Assistant Chief Com- 
missioner Stonemar 


In his majority judgment Chief 
Commissioner Cross reviewed the 
arguments of the railways in just- 
fication of their action and the 
arguments of the provinces in criti- 
cism of that action. The railways’ 
case, basically is this: with the 
ending of price control on freight 
rates, the railways are free to ex- 
ercise their norma! control over 
all competitive rates. The provin- 


| ces replied that the railways had 


ceded this right when they applied 
a year ago for a W® per cent i 
crease in all rates, competitive or 
otherwise. Granting an increase 
on competitive rates while genera! 
inguiry still was being heard would 
result in a drastic revaluation of 
the evidence to date and would in 
effect constitute a new case.

EVGENE MEYER, chairman of 
the board of the Washington Post 
on ¢éis return from Europe last 
month, said that when he first 
landed in Britain the people 
“generally were not working with 
the application, long hours and 
assiduity which the situation clear- 
ly demanded. 

Then four weeks later, Meyer 
noted a vast change. He said,

Vegetables and fruits 
are of value very largely because of 
the salts, or minerals, they con- 
tain. Meat also contains a good 
deal of salt. But of all our food- 
stuffs fruit is the best, so far as 
minerals are concerned, Not only 
does it play a necessary part in the 
blood and the tissues, but it is the 
source of one of the important pro- 
ducts of the stomach—hydrochloric 
acid—-without which the digestion 
of our food would be difficult or 
impossible, 

If the body of an animal or a 
human being is burned, we fiud 
that there is always left an ash; and 
this ash consists of the salts that 
were in the body and cannot be 
burned, Important among them 
would be calcium, which gives 
strength to the bones and the teeth 
Salts of iron, too, are necessary for 
the blood, and there is a rich and
